Stocks Fall Amid Global Worries 


Dow plummets 419 
points in a return to 
last week’s wild ride 


New York 

Just when Wall Street seemed to 
have settled down, a barrage of 
bad economic reports collided 
with fresh worries about Europe- 
an banks Thursday and triggered 
a global sell-off in stocks. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age fell 419 points — a return to the 
wild swings that gripped the stock 
market last week. 

Stocks were only part of a dra- 
matic day across the financial mar- 
kets. The price of oil fell $5, gold set 
another record, the 10 -year Trea- 
sury hit its lowest yield, and the 
average mortgage rate fell to its 
lowest in at least 40 years. 

The selling began in Asia, 
where Japanese exports fell for a 
fifth-straight month, and contin- 
ued in Europe, where bank stocks 
were hammered because of worries 
about debt problems there, which 
have proved hard to contain.

IBM’s Chips Mimic Brain 


Cognitive Computing 

Technologists have long imagined computers that learn like humans. 

Your iPhone or Google’s servers can be programmed to predict certain behavior 
based on past events. But the techniques being explored by IBM and other com- 
panies and university research labs around “cognitive computing" could lead to 
chips that are better able to adapt to unexpected information. IBM’s interest in 
the chips lies in their ability to potentially help process real-world signals such 
as temperature, sound or motion and make sense of them for computers, (ap) 


Tech company touts 
2 prototypes that can 
behave like humans 

San Francisco 

Computers, like humans, can learn. 
But when Google tries to fill in your 
search box based only on a few key- 
strokes, or your iPhone predicts 
words as you type a text message, 
it’s only a narrow mimicry of what 
the human brain is capable. 

The challenge in training a com- 
puter to behave like a human brain 
is technological and physiologi- 
cal, testing the limits of computers 
and brain science. But researchers 
from IBM Corp. say they’ve taken 
a key step toward combining the 
two worlds. 

The company announced Thurs- 
day that it has built two prototype 
chips that it says process data more 
like how humans digest informa- 


tion than the chips that now power 
PCs and supercomputers. 

The uses of the IBM chips so 
far are prosaic, such as steering a 
simulated car through a maze, or 
playing Pong. It may be a decade 
or longer before the chips make 
their way out of the lab and into 
actual products. 

The chips’ ability to adapt to 
types of information that it wasn’t 
specifically programmed to expect 
is a key feature. 

Dharmendra Modha, project 
leader for IBM Research, said the 


new chips have parts that behave 
like digital “neurons” and “syn- 
apses” that make them different 
than other chips. Each “core,” or 
processing engine, has comput- 
ing, communication and memo- 
ry functions. 

A computer with the power of 
the human brain is not yet near. 
But Modha said the latest devel- 
opment is an important step. “It 
really changes the perspective from 
What if?’ to What now?”’ Modha 
said. “Today we proved it was pos- 
sible.” JORDAN ROBERTSON (AP)

Executing a global squeeze play, 
the United States and its Europe- 
an allies on Thursday demanded 
an end to four decades of brutal 
family dictatorship in Syria and 
underscored the tough talk with 
new sanctions on President Bashar 
Assad’s government. 

The new efforts signal the end 
of the world’s thin patience for 
Assad, once viewed as a Western- 
looking pragmatist who might 
expand freedoms at home and 
help achieve an Arab peace deal 
with Israel. 

The messages coincided with 


a U.N. report recommending that 
Syria be referred to the Interna- 
tional Criminal Court for investi- 
gation of possible crimes against 
humanity. 

In Thursday’s coordinated state- 
ments, President Obama and the 
leaders of Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Canada and the European 
Union called for Assad to resign. 



Meanwhile ... 

Much of Syria was quiet Thurs- 
day, though activists reported in- 
tense shooting around noon in the 
city of Latakia. On Wednesday, ac- 
tivists said security forces killed 
18 people across the country, (ap) 


saying his repression of protests 
inspired by this spring’s Arab upris- 
ings made him unfit to lead. 

“We have consistently said 
that President Assad must lead a 
democratic transition or get out of 
the way. He has not led,” Obama 
said in a statement. “For the sake 
of the Syrian people, the time has 
come for President Assad to step 
aside.” 

Rights groups say Assad’s forc- 
es have killed nearly 2,000 peo- 
ple since mid-March. The military 
assault on civilians has escalated 
since Ramadan began, with secu- 
rity forces killing hundreds and 
detaining thousands. 

The resignation calls were the 
first explicit demands from the 
U.S. and its allies for Assad to step 
down, though condemnation of his

Libyan Rebels Close In 
On Gadhafi’s Stronghold 


Zawiya, Libya 

Rebels in Libya seized the country’s 
last functioning oil refinery Thurs- 
day and claimed to have captured 
most of the nearby city of Zawiya, 
30 miles west of the capital along 
the Mediterranean coast. 

A rebel victory in Zawiya could 
leave Moammar Gadhafi nearly 
cornered in his stronghold of Trip- 
oli. Rebel fighters are closing in on 
the capital from the west and the 
south, while NATO controls the 
seas to the north. The opposition 
is in charge of most of the eastern 
half of the country. 

The Libyan leader has given no 
indication he is willing to relin- 
quish power, though there are 
signs that his 42-year-old rule may 
be unraveling. 

Libya’s civil war erupted after 
anti-regime protests spread across 
the country in February. The rebel 
advance then stalled until earlier 
this month, when opposition fight-

ers pushed from the Nafusa moun- 
tains into the Gadhafi-held coastal 
area. Saturday’s entry by rebels into 
Zawiya, marked the most dramatic 
gain yet of the new offensive. 

Meanwhile, Gadhafi’s prime 
minister, al-Baghdadi Ali al-Mah- 
moudi, said the government was in 
negotiations with the rebels. “We 
are also calling on all sides for a 
cease-fire,” al-Mahmoudi said. 

Gadhafi’s government has pre- 
viously called for a cease-fire but 
continued to shell towns where reb- 
els tried to take power. Rebel lead- 
ers have said they will not negotiate 
until Gadhafi steps down, (ap)

Attacks in Israel 
Up Sinai Tensions 


Officials: Militants 
from Gaza entered 
via Egyptian border 

Jerusalem 

Gunmen who crossed from the 
Egyptian desert launched a series 
of attacks Thursday in southern 
Israel, killing eight people and 
threatening to destabilize a vol- 
atile border region that includes 
the Hamas-ruled Gaza Strip and 
the increasingly lawless Sinai Pen- 
insula. 

Israel blamed an armed Pal- 
estinian group from neighbor- 
ing Gaza. Israeli forces killed five 
of the gunmen along the border 
with Egypt, the military said, and 
launched an airstrike inside Gaza 
that killed five militants from the 
same group and a child. 

They suggested that Egypt’s 
recent political upheaval and a 
resulting power vacuum in Sinai 
had allowed militants to open a 


Backstory 

In November, Israel began erect- 
ing a fence along its 150-mile border 
with Egypt, in part to keep out Islam- 
ic militants operating in Sinai. Secu- 
rity in Sinai has deteriorated sharply 
since February, when Egyptian lead- 
er Hosni Mubarak was ousted. The

What began as a goodwill trip to 
China for the Georgetown men’s

left in the game and the scored tied 
at 64 after a chaotic scene in which 
members of both the Georgetown 
and Bayi Rockets teams began 
swinging wildly and tackling one 
another. 

There were an estimated half- 
dozen individual altercations on 
the court, and eventually some 
Chinese onlookers joined the fra- 
cas, including one wielding a stan- 
chion. As the brawl spilled beyond 
the baseline, an unidentified Bayi 
player pushed Georgetown’s Aaron 
Bowen through a partition to the 
ground before repeatedly punch- 
ing the sophomore guard while 
sitting on his chest. Georgetown 
senior center Henry Sims had a 
chair tossed at him by an unidenti- 
fied person, and Georgetown fresh- 


man forward Moses Ayegba, who 
was wearing a brace on his right 
leg, limped onto the court with a 
chair in his right hand. According 
to Georgetown officials, Ayegba 
had been struck, prompting him 
to grab a chair in self-defense

Roadblocked 

You know how there’s couponing and then 
there's extreme couponing? Well, I've always 
prided myself on being not just a transit user, but 
an extreme transit user. In situations in which any 
sane person would just call a taxi or rent a car, 

I stubbornly look for some random bus that will 
get me close enough so my legs can carry me 
the rest of the way. 


In 10 years of reporting around the 
D.C. area — and often way out into 
the burbs — this strategy never 
failed me. Until last week. 

I needed to get to a location in 
Sterling, Va., which isn’t particularly 
close to our downtown D.C. office 
and is even farther from my home in 
Baltimore. So I wasn’t too surprised 
when I punched my destination 
into Metro’s Trip Planner and got 
the familiar response of “Unable to 


return an itinerary.” 

That’s what Metro always says 
when there’s no service within a 
mile of your destination. But I am 
perfectly capable of walking more 
than a mile, so I was pleased to see 
that Google Maps (which now offers 
local transit directions) had a plan 
for me. It would take four hours 
and 20 minutes, but if I left early 
enough. I’d get to my appointment 
on time. Sold. 


The first half of the journey 
went completely according to plan: 
MARC Train to Union Station, 
Metro to L’Enfant Plaza, Metrobus 
to Dulles Airport. That’s a long haul, 
but with my iPad, it was like being 
at the office. I sent 
off a slew of work 
emails, caught up 
on some blogs and 
planned my brother’s 
weekend visit. 

I was still feeling 
pleased with myself 
when, as Google 
promised, the Dulles 
2 Dulles Connector pulled up. For 
50 cents, this mini-shuttle was 
supposed to whisk me to the Dulles 
28 Centre, a shopping strip with 
a Wegmans and other suburban 
delights. And from there, it would 
be a 1.7-mile walk to my final 
destination. 

As the bus arrived at my stop, I 
realized the walk part of this plan 
might be a problem. I managed to 
make it down Pacific Boulevard all 
right — there wasn’t a sidewalk, but 
the grassy strip to the side of the 
shopping center was plenty wide. At 
the turn onto VA-625W, however, I 
began to freak out. I started along 
the side of the road, hoping I’d soon 
spy a friendly cement strip that’d 
protect me from the many cars 
speeding by. Instead, I saw that 
the map wanted me to dash across 
three lanes of traffic. 

So I did something extreme. I 
went back to Wegmans and called a 
cab. (And, miraculously, I managed 
to make my appointment.) 

You might think that would have 
taught me my lesson. But on my ride 
home — after getting a lift to the 
Vienna Metro station — I realized 
that I could have walked north to the 
Washington & Old Dominion Trail 
to get across Route 28, which would 
have made the trek longer but totally 
doable. Maybe next time.

Investigators in Aruba are exam- 
ining a travel insurance policy and 
digital photographs linked to a 
detained Gaithersburg, Md., man 
and his missing traveling companion, 
Aruban Solicitor General Taco Stein 
said in an interview Thursday. 

Gary V. Giordano, 50, has 
been held in Aruba since Aug. 5 
as authorities investigate the dis- 
appearance of Robyn Gardner, 
35, of Frederick County. Giorda- 


no reported that she apparently 
drowned while snorkeling, author- 
ities have said. 

Stein said the photographs were 
found in a camera that apparently 
was recovered from a hotel room 
where the two stayed. 

“We surmise it’s his camera, 
but there’s not yet a definite point 
of view on that,” Stein said. “And 
there are explicit pictures on that 
camera.” 

The Associated Press, citing 
an unidentified source, report- 
ed that Giordano purchased the 
$1.5 million American Express Trav- 
el Insurance policy shortly before 
he left for Aruba and that the acci- 
dental-death benefit covered only

the length of their short trip. 

Two days after reporting Gard- 
ner missing, Giordano sought to 
claim the money, according to 
the AP. 

Stein said that Gardner and Gior- 
dano were last seen together at the 
Rum Reef Bar & Grill about 4 p.m. 
on Aug. 2. Giordano, 50, reported her 
missing shortiy after 6 p.m., saying 


that she hadn’t made it to shore after 
the two had gone snorkeling. 

But investigators are boring in 
on what they say are inconsistencies 
in Giordano’s story and presented 
those inconsistencies on Monday 
to a judge, who ordered Giordano 
detained for another 16 days. 

Among the inconsistencies, Stein 
said, was how Giordano described the 
sea at the time of the snorkeling. 

“He said it was a rough sea and 
we came to the conclusion that the 
sea was extremely calm,” Stein said, 
adding that there “were a num- 
ber of things like that that were 
contradicting each other. And 
that’s why we presented the case.”

I’m an 
optimist-realist. And I’m also confi- 
dent in human nature, that you can 
grow into something. But you have 
to be given the opportunity.” 

The best leadoff hitter in the 
organization might be middle 
infielder Stephen Lombardoz- 
zi, who has hit a combined .315 
between Class AA Harrisburg and 
Class AAA Syracuse.

There once was a time when Navy 
would have been delighted with a 
9-4 season that ended with a bowl 
game and included wins over Notre 
Dame and Army.

A hard-to-swallow 14-6 loss to 
Air Force forced the Midshipmen 
to yield their seven-year strong- 
hold on the Commander-In-Chiefs 
Trophy, a coveted prize that repre- 
sents superiority among the ser- 
vice academies. “That was like 
someone ripping your heart out,” 
coach Ken Niumatalolo said. “But 
you have to put it back in and start 
breathing again.” 


Memories of last season have 
provided the Midshipmen all the 
incentive they need in 2011. The 
Mids return 29 of the 34 players 


listed on the final 2010 offensive 
depth chart, including eight start- 
ers. But Navy lost double-threat 
quarterback Ricky Dobbs. 


He will be replaced by senior 
Kriss Proctor, who will be direct- 
ing the run-oriented, triple-option 
attack that last year ranked sixth in 
the nation in yards rushing.

With his toned bod and handsome 
features, Jason Momoa seems all 
alpha male, but he warns us that 
it’s all acting. “I take out aggres- 
sion on set.

I’m 
not striving to be him, and I could 
never take anything away from his 
Conan. It’s like he’s Sean Connery 
and I’m Daniel Craig.

‘To Be’ or B Movie? 

In my previous life as a high school 
English teacher, I taught “Hamlet." A 
lot. And I did a pretty good job of it, 
in that no kids suffered head injuries 
from passing out due to boredom. But 
when I saw the Royal Shakespeare 
Company’s latest film version, star- 
ring David Tennant, 

I felt like I needed 
to call up each and 
every student and 
apologize forgetting 
it wrong. Tennant's 
performance turned 
everything I thought 
I knew about Hamlet 
inside out and upside down. I had long 
been a Tennant fan, but this turned 
my “Doctor Who" fangirl crush into 
real respect for him as an actor. And 
now ... he’s in “Fright Night," which 
opens Friday. 

I haven’t seen it and probably 
won’t. (I don’t really do scary mov- 
ies, as I have a ridiculous tendency to 
believe them.) “Fright Night" might be 
good, and I get very excited when I see 
the trailer in which Tennant has a line. 
But part of me wonders why someone 
with such talent (and probably enough 
money to at least roll around on a bed 
of twenties, if not hundreds) would do 
what looks like a campy horror film. 
That’s not to say popular roles are a 
step down any more than doing televi- 
sion after establishing a film career is. 
But I have to wonder whether the man 
who redefined Hamlet for me found 
the same challenge playing a vampire 
hunter.

In the thrilling 'Attack 
the Block,’ an unlikely

Film Review 

Like the big budget, star-heavy 
“Cowboys & Aliens,” the Brit- 
ish import “Attack the Block” pits 
invading extraterrestrials against 
a breed of earthlings rarely called 
upon to battle them. Unlike last 
month’s film, though, this one’s 
heroes are not archetypes from a 
bygone fiction genre; they’re nobod- 
ies yanked from the streets of a mod- 
ern city. (The actors playing them 
are nobodies, too.) Given what it 
does with its ingredients, the film 
might as well be called “Attack the 
Blockbuster.” 

The title doesn’t refer to block- 
busters, of course, but to housing 
blocks, the depressing and danger- 


ous apartment projects where Eng- 
land’s poor live. For mysterious rea- 
sons, aliens have chosen to attack a 
single South London complex, the 
fast, furry beasts singling out five 
young thugs who would otherwise 
be preying on innocent humans. 

The movie’s panache and energy 
were undeniable when it screened 
for critics several weeks ago. At the 
time, its undercurrent of class-con- 
sciousness was simply that — a sub- 
tle theme with many precedents. 

But seen again, days after riots 
overtook London, the movie looks 
prescient, maybe even important. 
In its own, unpreachy way, the film 
condemns society’s two main ways 
of dealing with the discontented 
poor: policing them into submission 
and pretending they don’t exist. 

Take the way it opens. We watch 
as a nurse, walking home from 
work, is surrounded by five men in 
hoodies. A knife comes out; threats 
are made. Just as we fear robbery

might become assault, a meteorite 
slams into a nearby car. 

Sci-fi movies have taught us to 
expect the quick evisceration of 
these criminals once we realize this 
meteorite carries an angry alien 
to Earth. When it doesn’t happen

immediately, we keep expecting it — 
waiting for other monsters to elim- 
inate the gang until we realize that 
we’re stuck with these undesirables 
for the rest of the movie. 

Writer/director Joe Cornish is too 
mature to excuse the teens’ lawless 
ways or suggest we shouldn’t con- 
demn them; he simply forces us to 
view them as people instead of nar- 
rative objects. 

But no monster movie endures 
because of its political allegory or 
socioeconomic savvy. “Attack the 
Block” demands to be seen sim- 
ply because it is a thrill — a pulse- 
raiser whose perfect construc- 
tion and pointed wit make it one 
of the year’s most exciting films.

Need a good cry? Go see “Senna”! 

Have a few tears left? You might 
want to check out “One Day ” Lone 
Scherfig’s attractive, if tepid tear- 
jerker about fate, friendship, love 
and loss. 

Oy, the loss. Anyone who’s read 
the book will be prepared for the 
radical turn “One Day” takes; those 
who haven’t may want to brace 
themselves. But even before “One 


Day” whops viewers over the head 
with its third-act stunner, it’s suf- 
fused with the theme of loss, mostiy 
as it relates to those opportunities 
we let slip through our otherwise 
occupied fingers. 

The star-crossed couple at the 
center of this familiar object les- 
son are Emma and Dexter, whose 
college graduation-night hook-up 
on July 15, 1988, ends in a platon- 
ic cuddle amid vows always to stay 
friends.

The conceit of “One Day” — 
that we see the couple only one day 
a year, leaving it to them to reveal 
what’s happened over the past 12 
months — works better on the page 
than the screen, especially when a 
pivotal encounter occursoff stage. 
But Nicholls has proved a faithful 
shepherd to his fictional creations, 
who banter and rant at each other 
with the practiced elan of the aging 
couple they’re clearly meant to be.

At its best, “Fright Night” mixes 
sly pop-culture references, “Twi- 
light” jabs and Scooby gang jokes 
with suspenseful horror sequences 
sure to unnerve even the most-sea- 
soned genre fans.

Tright Night’: 
Now With Bite 


“Senna” is what film critics might 
call a TMSI movie, as in: Trust 
me, see it. 

And some viewers will have to go 
on trust, because on paper, they may 
not consider a documentary about 
Formula One auto racing their par- 
ticular cup of tea. But “Senna” suc- 
ceeds precisely because it doesn’t 
focus on racing per se, instead pro- 
filing Formula One driver Ayrton 
Senna da Silva, three-time world 
champion, Brazilian national hero 
and altogether superb young man 
whose promise was extinguished 
far too early when he died on the 
track in 1994 at age 34. 

Another reason “Senna” works is 
that director AsifKapadia eschews 
the usual childhood scenes that have 
become a hallmark of biographical 
documentaries. Instead, he plung- 
es viewers directly into the white- 
knuckle action of high-test auto 
racing, giving them a taste of its 
adrenaline and appeal with jittery 
driver’s-eye-view footage. 

“Senna” may not be a rags-to- 
riches story, but it nonetheless cel- 
ebrates resolve, hard work, integ- 
rity and guts. Expertly crafted 
and urgently paced, “Senna” has 
everything a major motion pic- 
ture needs to win over audienc- 
es: riveting action, heartbreaking 
drama and a protagonist everyone 
can root for. a.h.

THE CHANGE-UP (R, 113 minutes) “Freaky 
Friday" meets “The Hangover" in “The 
Change-Up," a raunchy ode to guy-love 
in which Jason Batemanand Ryan Reyn- 
olds struggle valiantly to transcend the 
movie they’re in. As an arrested adoles- 
centand incorrigible ladies’ man named 
Mitch, Reynolds has most of thefunniest 
lines in “The Change-Up," many of them 
vulgarities aimed at infants who smile 
beatifically at the verbal abuse. Bateman 
doesn’t get to have nearly as much fun 
as Mitch’s straight-laced bestie Dave, a 
type-A lawyer with a beautiful wife (Leslie 
Mann) and three kids. For the most part, 
he’s called on to turn on his signature 
nervous grimace. Mitch and Dave switch 
bodies early on and must impersonate 
each other untilthey can switch back. A.H. 
COWBOYS & ALIENS (PG-13, 118 minutes) 
Jon Favreau’s celebration of two of cin- 
ema’s most revered genres doesn’tstint 
in lavishing their most cherished conven- 
tions with evenhanded affection and re- 
spect. Daniel Craig plays Jake Lonergan, 
who as the movie opens wakes up alone 
in the desert with a mysterious injury and 
a heavy metal braceletaround his wrist. 
When he rides into nearby Absolution, he 


immediately makes his presence felt, 
swatting down a bully named Percy Dola- 
rhyde (Paul Dane), whose father, Woodrow 
(Harrison Ford), ownsa huge cattle ranch 
nearby. When strange lights appear in 
the sky and some of the townsfolk are 
sucked into hovering vehicles overhead, 
the taciturn Lonergan and the crustily 
misanthropic Woodrow Dolarhyde join 
forces to track down the interstellar 
outlaws and bring their people home. A.H. 
CRAZY, STUPID, LOVE (PG 13, 118 min 
utes) “Crazy, Stupid, Love" opens with a 
clever montage of couples’ feet engaging 
in all manner of furtive flirtation under 
restaurant tables. When the camera 
lands on Cal Weaver (Steve Carell) and 
his wife, Emily (Julianne Moore), their 
troubles are clear. She’s wearing come- 
hither heels while Cal is decked out in 
schlumpy New Balance sneakers. She’s 
still trying, but Cal has given up, which 
accounts for why Emily announces at 
that same restaurant that she wants a 
divorce. He numbly agrees, moves out 
oftheir comfortable house and into a de- 
pressing bachelor pad and begins hitting 
a singles bar, where he comes under the 
tutelage of serial seducer Jacob Palmer 
(Ryan Gosling), a playah Pygmalion who 
takes Cal on as a personal makeover proj- 
ect. What ensues is the kind of smooth, 
fitfully funny, finely machined romantic 
comedy that is expertly calibrated to 
hit all the rom-com happy places, a.h. 
FINAL DESTINATION 5 (R, 92 minutes) 
Nothing in life is certain but death and 
sequels. Make that sequels about death 
-teen-oriented exploitation movies in 
which generic young actors meet their 
fates in a series of gruesome, occasion- 
ally suspenseful scenes. The latest 
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of these, “Final Destination 5," isn’t as 
novel as it hopes to be, but it gets the 
job done. Here, the villain is fate itself, 
a sense that the entire physical world is 
loaded with inevitable death for those 
who somehow evade the Reaper the 
first time he comes calling. The camera 
in “FD5" treats inanimate objects— mal- 
functioning air conditioners, say — as 
killers whose mindlessness only makes 
them more unstoppable. While viewers 
will get plenty of nervous giggles out of 
watching as burping water-coolers or 
(yes!) inappropriately ringing cell phones 
trigger fatal mishaps, the filmmakers 
don’t milk the this-leads-to-that element 
that made Rube Goldberg famous. Once 
the initial trigger happens, there’s not a 
lot of fun left in the scene, john defore 
FRIENDS WITH BENEFITS (R, 108 min 
utes) Mila Kunis and Justin Timberlake 
fairly set the screen on fire as cynics who 
agree to use each other for physical grati- 
fication but otherwise remain steadfastly 
un-love-struck. Kunis’ character is hard- 
driving media headhunter named Jamie, 
a savvy consumer of romantic comedy 
cliches, who is nonetheless powerless to 
resist their happily-ever-after promises. 


After Jamie persuades Timberlake’s 
Dylan to move to New York to become art 
directoratGQ,thetwo become best buds, 
deciding one drunken evening to step up 
their game. Kunis possesses particular 
zing as a tart, unsentimental romantic 
heroine. But if Kunis gets the showier role,
